It is nobody's secret that the South Korean puppets maintain huge standing armed 
forces and para-military forces. As if it were not enough, the Chon Tu-hwan group 
lowered the eligible age for enrolment in the puppet army and moved up the demobil- 
isation age through the amendment of the “conscription law,” and increased the 
puppet army infantry battalions by more than 80 by pressganging many young people. 


in recent years, the South Korean puppets have shipped in means of masa destruction 
ind military equipment worth 5,000 million dollars to largely increase the manoeuv- 
rability and fire power of the puppet ground, naval and air forces. This year 
gain they are shipping in armoured vehicles including "M-561" tanks, destroyers, 
uighly-efficient war planes, guided missiles and modern communication apparatuses.

the expionage and hostile acts committed by them on the ground and sea and in the 
air against the northern half of the republic ran into more than 20,000 cases in 
the period from 1 January to 30 October this year. 


The article points out that traitor Chon Tu-hwan entreats the U.S. imperialists 
not to withdraw their aggression forces, the chief outside force standing in the 
way of peace in Korea and her peaceful reunification, but supply more weapons and 
military “aid” and is commandeering <ll the man-power and material resources of 
South Korea for the execution of their war policy.

CHONCNYON HITS ‘ILLEGAL’ S. KOREAN ACTIVITIES IN JAPAN

[Text] Tokyo 28 December (NKS-KCNA)--Ha Chang-ok, director of the social affairs 
department of the Central Standing Committee of the general association of Korean 
residents in Japan (Chongnyon), and other representatives of Chongnyon, on 23 
December called at the Japanese National Police Agency and lodged a protest against 
the Japanese police authorities connivance at criminal acts of the South Korean 
puppet police in conducting illegai investigation and espionage against Koreans in 
Japan. 


They were accompanied by Togo Yoneta, socialist member of the house of representa- 
tives of Japan. 


The representatives met a person in authority of the National Police Agency and 
pointed to the fact that 15 South Korean puppet police who had crossed to Japan 
recently had formed three-men groups and were conducting illegal investigation and 
espionage among compatriots in Japan, mainly in big cities. They presented a 
written request for stopping the criminal acts of those groups.

Association in Japan" (Mindan) to investigate the tendency of the compatriots from 
South Korea, the origin of the compatriots and students in Japan charged with in- 
volvement in faked-up “campus spying cases” and the movement of Chongnyon, they 
exposed that the puppet police had extracted promises not only from “mindan”™ but 
also from the Japanese Public Security Investigation Agency to have a closer 
exchange of information in future.

No sooner had it announced that it would help poor students earn sctiool fees by 
yroviding them jobs than it markedly raised the registration fees at the univer- 
sities. According to the annowncement of the university authorities on December 
.3, the registration fees which amounted to 400,000-500,000 won last year are to 
increase by 70,000 to 80,000 won, by 110,000 won at maximum this year. 








How can it be helpful t» earning school fees, if they lift the registration 
fees while urging them to earn them by working? 


Not only once has the fascist clique taken appeasement steps such as “sending 
students abroad for study" or “issuing scholarships" in an attempt to disorganize 
the students struggle for democracy and deflect the progressive and influential 
advanced students from the fighting ranks, but none of those deceptive steps 
have ever worked or broken the will of students. 


Though they employ a deceptive tactics to deceive the students, they always 
have a dagger concealed in their boson. 


The South Korean students will neither yield to the threat nor be fooled by the 
tactics of appeasement and deception.

REPRESSION IN SOUTH INCREASES WITH CURFEW LIFTING

[Text] Pyongyang, January 14 (KCNA)--The Chon Tu-hwan military fascist clique 
are intensifying their repressive offensive against the people after staging a 
drama of lifting the “curfew” in some areas from January 5. 


The puppets called an “emergency top-level meeting™ of the “Justice Ministry" 
and the prosecution on January 4 and issued instructions to the prosecution all 
over South Korea to post additional number of “prosecution personnel,” strengthen 
night criminal investigation and institute a round-the-clock duty system. On 
January 6, they called a “meeting of the guard section chiefs" of the city and 
provincial police bureau to discuss the question of intensifying suppression. 


The military fascist clique are reorganising and reinforcing the repressive 
system and largely increasing the repressive force including the police. 


In Seoul and other major cities they framed up a great many “mobile detective 
corps,” “joint roundup teams,” and so forth at the police stations to hurl thes 
against the people and are kicking up a noisy row, placing the entire police 
under an “emergency duty systes." 


In Seoul the fascist gang is mobilizing a reinforced police in the round-the- 
clock strict patrol around the streets and residential quarters, and it has 
increased the night traffic check poiate from the former 23 to 57 and is kicking 
up “wholesale roundup” rackets. 


The chief of the puppet police headquarters blared on January 5 that the police 
force would be expanded and strengthened on an extensive scale and the patrol 
cars and other repressive equipment be “largely increased" to be intensively 
deployed at 90 police stations in 6 cities including Seoul and Pusan and other 
major cities. 


As a “compensatory step” for the lifting of the “curfew,” they have decided to 
increase the police force by 7,000 men, 4,000 this year and the remaining 3,000 
next year.

DJP'S KWON CHONG-TAL REVIEWS PARTY'S FIRST YEAR

[Interview with secretary general of the Democratic Justice Party Kwon Chong-tal 
conducted by Seoul SINMUN's political affairs department director Yi Tong-hwa, 
on the occasion of the first anniversary of the party's founding--date and place 
not given] 


[Excerpts] "Over the last year the Democratic Justice Party [DJP] became a 
modern political party and deepened its foundation to establish a new political 
climate and to promote a new image for the National Assembly. Our party is 

going to make further efforts to build a house and a tower on this foundation 
with the firm attitude of founding the party for the second time," said Secretary 
General Kwor Chong-tal, who is a key member leading the party and seeking 
political reform through it, summing up the party's achievements over the past 
year on the occasion of the first anniversary of the DJP's founding. 


Secretary General Kwon, who served at the ROK army security command as an assis- 
tant to President Chon Tu-hwan, then commander of the command, at the time of the 
26 October incident and who played the leading role in founding the DJP after 
retiring from the ROK army with the rank of brigadier general, said, recalling 
the difficulties he faced in finding fresh and able founding party members: 
“Politics require fresh and clean individuals who possess sound thoughts and 
leadership. Frankly speaking, it was not easy for us to find people who have 
strong determination to reform politics and to rectify all the irregularities 
stemming from the politics of the past. But, we were lucky enough to find and 
rally unselfish, clean and able personages to build the DJP as an efficient and 
able political party." 


Secretary General Kwon sums up the DJP's achievements over the past year, saying, 
"Thus far our DJP has had no setbacks in building the party into a pan-national 
political party by embodying its founding ideology and will for reform." 


‘i: Based on your summation of the DJP's achievements, what is the main task 
the DJP should carry out this year? 


Kwon: We are faced with many difficult problems to solve in embodying the party 
politics and parliamentary politics. We should avoid political clashes or 
antagonism among politicians, which we saw in the past, and should show people 
the true face of harmonious politics. 
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By so doing, we should make every effort to eliminate political and social chaos 
and prevent national strength from being wasted. 


Based on the operation of the National Assembly last year, I think smooth parlia- 
mentary politics hzve been established. But, we had some problems in the opera- 
tion of the party because we had to hurriedly build the party organizations to 
meet the general elections last year. Therefore, this year we will concentrate 
our main efforts on reorganizing the party with the attitude of founding the 
party for the second time. 


Yi: I understand that when the recent cabinet reshuffle was announced, the DJP 
stressed the theory of party's superiority over the government Would you explain 
this theory? 


Kwon: As our party president said, the ruling party should be completely respon- 
sible to the people. The party should bear responsibility not only for what it 
did wrong but also for what the government did wrong. Our party should accept 
such a heavy responsibility and lay a firm foundation for party policies. 


The theory of the party's superiority over the government may be taken as a 
conflicting theory under a presidential government system. But, practically, 

the DJP should be completely responsible to the people for politics and policies. 
From this viewpoint, our party's position and role are very heavy and important. 


I think it is a desirable political system in which the party pursues policies 
and leads the government in implementing them. However, I do not mean that the 
party should control the government but that the party and the government should 
work together as companions. In other words, when the party presents a policy, 
the government reviews and implements it. When the government drafts a policy, 
the party discusses and evaluates it. Thus, the two sides cooperate with each 
other in implementing it. 


{ do not say that the party should reign over the government. As you know, the 
administrative branch is led by president of our party. 


Yi: The DJP is moving more actively than any other political party, past or 
present, in preparation for national reunification in accordance with the founding 
ideology of the party. I understand that during the past year the DJP has set 

the workers’ party of North Korea as the target of its struggle for reunification. 
What are the preparations for that? 


Kwon: The training and education of our party members are being carried out to 
prepare for a future opening between South and North. We are preparing for the 
1986 Asian games and the 1988 Olympic games in Seoul. At the same time, we are 
trying to bring North Korea to open its society through our 12 January and 5 June 
proposals. Anyway, we are preparing for the time when we succeed in opening 
North Korean society. 


When North Korea comes to the table of dialogue in the future, we will have to 
confront the workers’ party of North Korea. Therefore, we must constantly 
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cultivate our strength in terms of ideology and ability so that we can gain 
supremacy over the North Korean Workers’ Party. 


Yi: I understand there has been a misunderstanding among some people that the 
DJP would revamp its organization into one similar to that of the North Korean 
Workers’ Party in order for the party to gain superiority over the government 
and to gain supremacy over the North Korean party. Would you please clarify 
this matter at this time. 


Kwon: I don't understand those who think that in a democratic society a politi- 
cal party can organize itself along lines similar to those of the workers" party. 
I think these people must have problems. We have pursued the building of a 

democratic political party by bringing democracy in the party into a full bloom. 


Yi: Now, let me ask a question which is not related to the DJP. I think you 
can answer this question because you are a key politician in the fifth republic. 
First, please tell me about relations with other political parties. 


Kwon: I am not stingey at all when it comes to the development of opposition 
parties. Criticism by sound opposition parties can provide an opportunity for 
the ruling party and the government to review policies. The minority's opinion 
should be accepted if it is sound. We treat opposition parties as friendly 
parties. We should eliminate the situation in which the ruling and opposition 
parties fight like enemies, something we saw in the past. 


Yi: What is your opinion on the revisions of the election law and the National 
Assembly law and on the lifting of the ban on political activities by former 
politicians? 


Kwon: Less expensive means of holding elections should be found. The election 
system itself is not an important issue. As for the National Assembly law, the 
actual operation of the Assembly has revealed that there are no problems with 
the current Assembly law. Rather, the current Assembly law has enabled us to 
debate and exchange opinions in more substantial manner than ever in the course 
of screening the government budget. 


As for the lifting of the ban on political activities by former politicians, 


our party has never considered it. Please underrtand that I am not in position 
to speak on this problem.

executive members. Thus, party President Yu's attempts at persuasion failed. 


Claiming that he would turn in his resignation on the spot, Assemblyman Kim 
Mun-sok exhorted Chairman Han to resign his executive post, rather than merely 
repeating his offer. Assemblyman Yu Han-yol criticized Chairman Han and party 
Secretary General Sin Sang-u, noting that "they should have discussed the issue 
of the en masse resignations with me first. However, they published the issue 
in the newspapers and told me to follow." 


Such arguments and impassioned remarks gave the impression that the meeting had 


not sincerely discussed the issue of the resignations of the party executive 
officials but only revealed discord among the party executive members.

{Editorial: “The Balance of International Payments and Measures for an Economic 
Boom" } 


[Excerpts] Immediately following his inauguration, Na Ung-pae, newly appointed 
finance minister, said measures for an economic boom should be taken with 

priority placed on maintenance of the balance of international payments. We 
support this statement because of his correct and candid assessment of the economic 
situation. 


The situation involving the balance of international payments is the most serious 
and difficult problem facing our economy. We have acutely suffered economic hard- 
ship caused by an imbalance in international payments. This is a serious problen. 
Economic instability and stagnation pose a problem we cannot ignore. However, 

we can solve this problem if we are determined. 


The balance of international payments poses a problem for our relations with other 
countries. The burden of redeeming foreign loans with interest not only ominously 
oppresses the people's daily life but also threatens our relations with creditor 
countries. In international politics, the amount of foreign loans and the deficit 
in the balance of international payments affects diplomatic negotiations. The 
recent ROK-Japan negotiations are evidence of this. 


This is why we value economic independence, which is achieved through maintenance 
of a balance of payments. Only when we avoid foreign debts can we achieve our 
independence and protect our dignity. We must be resolute in achieving economic 
independence. 


This is why we support Minister Na‘s policy emphasizing an improvement in the 
balance of payments. We interpret Na's statement not as an expression of his 
personal views but as the philosophy of the cabinet's new economic team led by 
Prime Minister Yu Chang-sun. 


Our expectations of the new economic team are limited. Economic revitalization 
means increased demand. Increased demand inevitably leads to increased imports, 
which in turn lead to an imbalance of international payments. If we import all 
industrial raw materials and half of the grains we consume, increased demand leads 
to increased imports and a greater imbalance. 
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According to "The Problem of the Balance of International Payments and a Pro- 
tectionist Strategy," a report issued by the Trade Association, the balance of 
foreign loans by the end of 1981 was $33 billion, 54 percent of the GNP. Interest 
on these foreign loans totaled $3.5 billion, 6.2 percent of the CNP. Foreign 
loans of $3.5 billion in 1972 have increased nearly 10 times in a decade. The 
interest burden of $1.6 million in 1972 has increased by 23 times in 10 years. 


While suffering from these economic burdens, we are concerned over the conse- 
quences of increases in foreign loans. We should support and cooperate with the 
new economic team, which has announced its policy of seeking economic stability 
and revitalization through a correct understanding of the importance of maintaining 
the balance of international payments.
